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Injured  In  Squaw  Peak  Fall

In  one  of  the  most  dramatic  heli- 
copter rescue  operations  witness- 
ed in  Utah,  a BYU  man  was  pluck- 
ed safely  from  the  north  rim  of 
Rock  Canyon  shortly  after  day- 
break Sunday. 

Derrell  M.  “Pudge"  Tingey,  a 
24-year-old  junior  from  Centerville, 
Utah,  fell  40  feet,  tumbled  another* 
50  feet  and  rolled  to  the  edge  of 
a 150  foot  cliff.  Saturday  at  3:45 
p.m.,  about  200  feet  below  Squaw. 
Peak  which  juts  from  the  sheer 
wall  of  jagged  rocks  north  of  Y 
Mountain. 

17  HOURS 

Shortly  after,  a 17  hour  rescue 
was  begun  by  the  BYU  Alpine  Club 
under  the  direction  of  Captain  Swen 
Nielsen  of  Security. 

Captain  Nielsen,  who  worked  a 
round-the-clock  shift  along  with 
many  of  his  men,  planned  the  res- 
cue operation  with  Hill  Air  Force 
aviation  experts. 

Tingey,  who  was  climbing  with 
Joseph  Delong,  a 23-year-old  BYU 
junior,  was  rushed  to  the  MacI>on- 
ald  Health  Center  where  he  was 
treated  for  cuts  of  the  left  foot! 
and  multiple  body  abraisons.  As  j 


he  was  taken  from  the  helicopter, 
he  pulled  the  covers  from  his  face 
and  said  to  his  mother,  “I’m  O.K. 
Don’t  worry.” 

The  rescue  operations  started  be- 
fore day-break  when  the  Alpine 
Rescue  team— which  included  Dr. 
Paul  Sondrup  (Health  Center  M. 
D.)— moved  Tingey  to  an  accessi- 
ble ledge. 

At  7:10  a.m.  a CH31B  twin  en- 
gine helicopter  whirred  it’s  way 
toward  the  campus,  circled  the 
Harris  Arts  Center  parking  lot  and 
landed— much  to  the  amazement 
of  early  church  goers. 

Moments  later  it  took  off  with 
two  men  aboard  in  the  direction  of 
Squaw  Peak.  They  were  Captain 
Mickelsen,  the  Air  Force  pilot,  and 
Sergeant  Potter,  the  man  who 
I winched  Tingey  to  safety. 

CLOSE  ONE 

“If  it  had  been  hot  weather  or 
one  more  man  had  been  aboard, 
we  wouldn't  have  made  it,”  said 
Sergeant  Potter. 

As  the  rest  of  the  crew  and  BYU 
ground-side  rescuers  watched  from 
the  campus,  the  helicopter— which 
seemed  to  float  like  a small  silver

Women  Fail 
In  Attempt  To 
Win  Franchise 

Zurich  <UPI)— Switzerland,  the 
last  civilized  country  to  withhold 
the  vote  from  its  women,  will  con- 
tinue to  do  so,  its  male  voters  de- 
cided Sunday. 

A total  of  201,145  male  voters  in 
Zurich  county  (Canton)  voted  in  a 
referendum  considered  crucial  for 
the  cause  of  women’s  rights  in 
Switzerland. 

They  rejected  a constitutional 
amendment  giving  the  county’s 
women  equal  voting  rights,  93,372 
in  favor  and  107,773  opposed.  The 
farm  vote  turned  the  tide  since 
the  Zurich  results  showed  46,374 
yes  votes  to  37,602  no.
